Now Tax For Housewives 
Will l*e Due In April. 1955 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14—The 
j new Social Security law will 
I give a quarter of a million house- 
| wives a new tax to pay. It also 
! will f^Pfitv many (>f 

farm operators into the class 
paying wage taxes for the first 
time. 

The law provides that an emn- 
I ployer must pay the Social Se¬ 
curity tax for any household 
worker to whom he or she pays 
as much as $50 in the course of 
three months. 

Formerly, an employer did not 
pay the tax unless a servant 
worked 24 days in a three-month 
period. The new law drops this 
provision. Hence, the tax will 
be paid in the future on laun¬ 
dresses who come in once a week, 
waitresses employed for special 
occasions or anybody paid as 
much as $50 in three months. 

The tax is 4 percent of the 
cash wages, of which 2 percent 
may bo deducted from the wages 


There arc penalties for not 
paying. Not knowing about the 
change in the law does not avoid 
a penalty. 

The basis for coverage of farm 
lands is changed, vw. A fam :i 

must pay a tax if he pays out as 
much as $100 next year in wages 
to a farm hand, regardless of 
how few days’ work this covers. 

The new law takes in many 
self-employed groups, including 
farmers themselves, architects, 
engineers, accountants and fu¬ 
neral directors. 

These self-employed persons 
must report their earnings and 
pay the taxes on themselves. 

Notable newcomers to Social 
Security coverage are ministers. 
Each minister is given two years 
to decide whether he will place 
himself under the law. If he 
elects to pay the tax and become 
eligible for old age and survivor 
benefits, a minister need pay only 
on the cash income he receives 
as salary.

The Democrat, a member of the party’s 
national committee, defeated the present Repub- 
ar*d «*. *>u revived ovu 

per cent of the votes cast. 

Margaret Chase Smith, present Republican 
Senator, was re-elected, but her majority was 12 
per cent less than she got in 1948. Likewise the 
majorities of all Republicans were cut approxi¬ 
mately 12 per cent from two years ago. Vice 
President Nixon had campaigned in the state 
and had asserted the vote in Maine would be 
the first big test of Eisenhower strength for the 
general elections this fall. 

On the average, Republican candidates, ex¬ 
cept for governor, received 55 per cent of the 
vote. 

Political statisticians had calculated before 
the election that unless Maine gave the Repub¬ 
licans 60 per cent of its votes, the Democrats 
could be expected to win control of Congress 
when the rest of the country holds its elections 
in November. 

On the basis of the Maine outcome, Demo¬ 
cratic leaders predicted their party would pick 
up a minimum of 40 seats in the House

Shade For Suckers 
Improves Tobacco 


The only way to produce smok¬ 
ing quality tips in burley tobacco 
is to grow them in the shade un¬ 
der suckers, a speaker pointed 
out at a recent tobacco conference 
at the University of Kentcuky. 

Tobacco suckered from top to 
bottom is constantly exposed to 
direct sunshine and the leaves

"Also, with the present-day 
demand for low-nicotine-content 
burley,” he went on, "it should 
be remembered that topping low 
and keeping all the suckers re¬ 
moved increased the nicotine 
content of the cured leaf."

Shade For Sucker* 
Improves Tobacco 

The only way to produce smok¬ 
ing quality tips in burley tobacco 
is to grow them in the shade un¬ 
der suckers, a speaker pointed 
out at a recent tobacco conference 
at the University of Kentcuky. 

Tobacco suckered from top to 
bottom is constantly exposed to 
direct sunshine fi the leaves 
litii io (AeveiTi bunting, tie 
said. This thickening of the 
leaves produces tobacco which 
has poor burning qualities and is 
not desirable for smoking, he 
claimed. 

"Also, with the present-day 
demand for low-nicotine-content 
burley,” he went on, “it should 
be remembered that topping low 
and keeping all the suckers re¬ 
moved increased the nicotine 
content of the cured leaf.”
